John Sehmidt, an Austrian, who has 
been a resident of the town at dif- 
ferent times during the last few yetts, 
was arrested at the fire by Chiet Wil- 
son, and is ‘\velng heiu pending an In- 
vestigation. The chier states that he 
has hadethe Austrian under observa- 
tion for some time, but that so far as 
he knows he was not in the plant. He 
had not been working there. 

Firemen Kept Blaze Down. 

The last man left the plant at 12:30, 
except the watchman, who was in 
another part of the ‘building eating his 
lunch when the fire broke out, There 
was a celdbration in town, and a de- 
tachment of visiting soldiers were 
there in connection with a recruiting 
campaign, A meeting had just open- 
ed at the city hall a few moments be- 
fore the alarm was given, The firemen 
succeeded in confining the Names to 
the shell department, the other por- 
tions of the building veing untoucned 

There was nothing of an inflamable 
mature in the shell department which 

ould ibe liable to cause a fire through 
pontaneous combustion. The only 
explanation that the management is 
able to give is that it must have been 
started by an alien enemy. 

The part of the works in which the 
fire broke out was recently mited up 
with $35,000 worth of machinery for 
the manufacture of shells. This Is a 
total loss) The entire loss {s estimat- 
ed at $70,000, *
